
Carter vows 
full disclosure 
of Billy affair 



WASHINGTON (UP!) - President 
Carter said Tuesday he will prepare 
and make public a .''complete report" 
that shows his brother Billy had no 
Influence over his or the administra- 
tion's decisions regarding Libya. 

"The sooner the better," Carter told 
reporters In the While House press 
• room, describing his wish that all the 
facts be made public. 

The president said he will send the 
report to the Senate panel investigat- 
ing. Billy's relations with the Libyan 
government, and then make the re- 
port public and submit to questions 
about It by the news media. 

Carter gave the first outright In- 
dication he is willing to go to the 
Senate to testify about what he knows 
of Billy's »220,ooo loan from the Li- 
byans. 

_ "I'm willing to respond and I'm 
eager to respond In person to further 
questions from members of. that sub- 
commiteein-an manner consistent' 
with the responsibilities of my office 
at any .tune in the future," he said. 
. "i have ■ no doubt that complete 
disclosure of the facts will dearly 
demonstrate that at no time did my 



brother Influence me In my decisions 
toward Libya or the policies of this 
(^ver^enr concerning Libya," 

... "And I'm convinced that the facts 
will make clear that neither I nor 
anyone acting in-my -behalf -ever 
sought to Influence or to Interfere in 
-the Investigation of my brother by the 
Department of Justice." 

"The American people deserve 
complete answers in regard to my 
actions," Carter said In the brief 
televised statement. "I'm eager to 
use whatever legitimate forum is 
available to answer any questions and 
to Jay all those concerns to rest." 
,_He added that he has ordered 
everyone In government to "coo- 
perate fully" with the probe. 

VI have Insisted for the last two 
weeks relevant facts be made public, 
even when those facts might prove 
embarrassing." Carter said. "I will 
complete and present to the Senate, 
subcommittee early next week, the 
report It has requested."

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UN orders Israel off captured land 



. UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The 
U.N. General Assembly .voted over- 
whelmlngly Tuesday to demand that 
Israel begin withdrawing from Its 
occupied territories by Nov. 15 and 
make way for a Palestinian state. 

The resolution was passed at the 
end of a fiery six -day emergency 
debate by a vote of 112 to 7 with 24 
abstentions. 

- The United States Joined Israel in 
voting against the draft along with 
Canada, Australia, Norway, the 
Dominican Republic and Guatemala. 1 
The West Europeans, denounced by 
Israel for a recent declaration calling 
on the Israelis to withdraw from' the . 



West Bank and the Gaza Strip, were 
among those who abstained. 

The language of the final draft 
written bV the hardline Arabs and 
Introduced by. the non-aligned states . 
was too tough for them to support. . - 

Without explalitlng'the significance 
oftoe date,' the resolution setaNov. 15 
deadline for . Israel ■' to begin 
withdrawing from all occupied Arab 
lands, which It said should be used for 
the establishment ol "a Palestinian, 
state. ,; -

It affirmed the role of Palestine 
Liberation Organization as the repre- 
sentative of the Palestinians but, in an 
omission that Kept the West Euro- 
peans from -backing the draft, tell out 
all reference to Israeli security needs.

Heuvel, who led the first U.S. walkout 
from the General. Assembly in 15. 
years when the' Iranian delegate took 
the floor last week, denounced the 
resolution before the vote. : 

He said that, by omitting all men- 
tion of Israeli security concerns, the 
resolution "seeks to undermine" a 
basic principle of Middle East peace 



"the right 'of Israel and its Arab 
neighbors to llve-ln peace within 
secure and recognized boundaries:" 
* He referred to Security Council 
Resolution 242, adopted after the 1967 
war as a basis for peace negotiations. 
Many- delegates said they abstained 
for^uwsame reason. ■ 

But to' the' hardline Arabs, the 
resolution was a "compromise,'' an 
acceptable minimum.' 

Earlier versions of the draft had 
Included an order to U.N. Secretary 
General Kurt Waldhelm to send a 
peace-keeping force to the West Bank. 
It was changed to request the creation 
of a fuzzy. U.N.. ''mechanism" to 



insure the. resolution's Implementa- 
tion. 

This ojehumd was also dropped and 
the final text simply asked Waldhelm 
"to, take 'the necessary measures" 
toward Implementation, an even 
fuzzier demand that- diplomats said 
would obligate Waldhelm to do no 
more- than write a report to the next 
Assembly session saying that . the 
"situation remains unchanged." - 

Israeli Ambassador Yehuda Blum 
served notice during last week's de- 
bate that Israel considered both the 
resolution and the special session that . 
produced It as "Illegal" and "pre - 
posterous." ■

-The result was tjevejn-doupt- Mrs. Thatcher's 
government has a 42-vote majority over all other 
parties. 

Labor bellowed Its anger at the rise In British 
unemployment to the highest levels since the 1930's 
Depression.

-Senate votes 
small firms 
exemptions 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - ^ - The - 
Senate voted Tuesday night to exem pt 
small businesses with good safety 
records from federal safety regula- 
ticcsand to exempt very small firms 
from affirmative programs for gov- 
ernment contactors. 
— Tbe vote was *8-36 to exempt bust*- 
nesses with 10 or less employees from 
the Occupational Safety and Health 
Act, if the businesses have accident, 
rates lower than the national average. 

Sen. Richard Schwelker, R-Pa., 
said the measure — sponsored by Sen. 
David Boren, D-OkJa. — "simply 
establishes a policy that OSHA (the 
Occupational Safety and Health Ad- 
mlnlstration) should let safe small 
businesses alone." 

It was passed despite a plea from 
Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, D-Ohlo, 
who asked his colleagues not to de- 
stroy protections for working men and 
women. "Have we moved to the point 
where we no longer care7" he asked. 

Sen. Jacob jOTlts, R-N.Y., argued 
that the amendment would destroy 
the parent' bill concerning private 
pension pfans funded by more than 

one employer. ... . 

The ^egWatlon was approved as 
amended 85-1, with only Sen. Roger 
Jensen, R-Iowa., voting against It 

The Senate also . approved a 
Schwelker amendment to exempt 
very small businesses from af- 
firmative action programs for, gov-' 
ernment contractors. 

Schwelker said It was "irrational" 
to try to enforce the laws with firms 
employing five persons or fewer 
because that would rea^re Wring a 
fraction of a woman or minority to fall 
within the 5 percent gmdellnes. - j, 1 

The parent bill would Improve 
worker protections under the 
Employee Retirement Income .Securi- 
ty Act by including mulU-emnloyer 
pension plans and also extend pro- 
visions of the act, now scheduled to 
expire at the end of this month.

Gas ration plan wins narrow approval 



WASHINGTON (UPI) —The House. 
Commerce Committee Tuesday 
narrowly rejected an effort to scuttie 
President Carter's latest standby 
gasoline rationing plan. 

On a 22-20' vote, the committee 

rejected a resolution sponsored by 
Rep. Clarence Brawn, R-Ohlo, and 
others to'dlsapprove the plan, which 
was sent to Congress June 12. 
Despite -committee rejection, the 

■ full House Is scheduled to take up the 
disapproval resolution today. 

If both houses of Congress fail to 
.pass such a resolution by Wednesday, 

Presidential authorization for any 
ulure emergency' rationing will go 
Into effect. 

.The Senate has not acted on disap- 
proval and "no. action Is planned at 



this time," a Senate Energy Com- 
mittee spokesman said. 

The rationing plan Is the second 
administration program sent to Capi- 
tol- -Hill. Carterts original one was 
rejected by Congress In the spring of 
1979. 

In November, Congress ordered the 
administration to submit a new one, 
and it did on June 12, although with 
considerably less enthusiasm than on 
the 1979 plan. 

The rationing plan Itself could not 
be put into effect unless there Is a 20 
percent shortfall in petroleum 
supplies to the United States for at 
least 30 day's.' 

If that occurs, the plan calls for 
using a coupon system in which 
motorists would get ration "checks" 
every three months based on the 



number of vehicles they own, which 
then would be exchanged for coupons 
authorizing gasoline purchases. The 
coupons also could be freely bought 
and sold In a "white market.'' 

Rep. John Dlngell, D-Mlch., argued 
for defeat of the Brown resolution, 
saying the plan takes careful consid- 
eration of the needs of special con- 
cerns such as transportation cbmpa-^ 
riles, police and fire departments and 
agricultural c 



"The hard fact of the matter is that 
without a plan in place in the event of 
a shortfall, It. would be a disaster for 
the country," Dingell said. He added 
that most energy experts agree the 
continuing unrest, in the Middle East 
makes another all embargo a proba- 
bility in the next decade. 



However, Rep. Dave Stockman, 
R-Mlch., termed implementation of 
Carter's plan "an unmitigated dis- 
aster." 

He said Energy Department of- 
, flclalB testified before the committee 
they cduld not have the plan in place 
before November 1981, while statuto- 
ry authorization for It expires In 
October 1981. 

"Tnis,thlng isn't even near ready to 
go," Stockman said, urging his col- 
leagues to "scrap the six-year effort 
to develop a rationing plan"" and try 
something else. 

Rep. Phil Gramm, D-Texas, said 
Congress- ordered the president to 
come up with the revisions and, "If 
they want a plan, this Is as good a plan - 
as they're going to get." ;

• A report on the study, titled "The 
Hispanic Victim" and based on 
Census Bureau interviews with more 
than 60,000 households during a six- 
gear period ending in 1978,- showed/ 

- • An average of8.7outof every 1,000 
Hlspanlcs were robbery victims. The 
average rate for non-Hlspanlcs was 

6:4. ' 

• Hispanic households were bur- 
glarized at the rate of 100;9 per 1,000, 
while non-Hlspanlcs were victimized 
atthe rate of 89:5 per 1,000. 

• The rale per thousand for house- 
hold larceny during the period was 
140.5 In .Hispanic households, while 
119.9 in non-Hispanic households. 

• Automobiles belonging to Hls- 
panlcs were stolen at a rate of 27.6 per 
1,000 households. The rate for non- 
Hlspanlcs was 17.6. 

, Trie report said "there were no 

significant differences In the rates for 
" rape or assault." It also said that the 
-'■overall violent. crime-rates for'the 

two groups were not significantly 

different. 
Hie survey was conducted by the 

Census. Bureau for the Statistics 



division of the Department of Justice, 
which made the report public. 

The report concluded that "Hls- 
panlcs In the United Stales gerteridly 
have higher victimization rates than 
non-Hlspanlcs, but. In most cases, 
their rales of reporting crimes to the 
police are not different from those for . 
the on-Hispanic population." 

The report defined Hlspanlcs as 
people identifying themselves as Mex- 
ican-Americans, Chlcanos, Mexicans, 
Mexicanos, Puerto Rlcans, Cubans, 
Central or South Americans, "or 
other Spanish culture or origin, re- 
gardlessofrace." 

The report could bolster the argu- 
ments of those Hlspanlcs who have 
urged that more funds- be mode 
available for law enforcement In their 
neighborhoods. 

Told of the report. Angel Manzano, 
a lawyer with the Mexican-American 
Legal Defense andEducatlonal Fund- 
in Los Angeles, said: "If you have' 
that kind of pattern, you should re- 
direct resources, develop street- 
watch programs and so forth."

It's well known that many Washington 
senators and representatives enhance their 
earnings through speaking and publishing 
honoraria. * 

Many of them, in fact, believe that without 
the extra income from speaking engagements 
and published' works, they would be hard 
pressed to live comfortably in Washington. 
But Henry Jackson, D-Wash., and a half-dozen 
others, do something all of their colleagues 
should emulate: They give away all their 
speaking money to charity. Last year Jackson 
donated more than $30,000 to charity. 

But most — congressmen keep their 
hOnorarla. Only 34 of the 435 representatives 



gave away part or all of their speaking and 
publishing fees in 1979. A dozen senators gave 
away part of thelr's. .w 

There^are— good arguments why con- 
gressmen should not accept money outside 
their official salaries. For one thing, many 
find It so lucrative they spend a good deal of 
time at it; for another, It leads to implications 
that by accepting money from special Interest 
groups to speak before their memberships, it 
construes some sort of favor owed. 

Congressmen could avoid charges of special 
interest connections and Income padding by 
following Jackson's.lead: Give it away for a 
good cause; " . '

WASHINGTON — A critical vote fs 
approaching In (he Senate In the 
matter of the Tennessee-Tomblgbee 
-waterway, if this S3 billion boondoggle 
ever could have been defended, it has 
become indefensible now. 
The Senate should kill it. -~ -* 
The Tenn-Tom, as it Is known, first 
was authorized by Congress in July 
1946. The idea was to dig a ditch 100 
.miles long, 170 feet wide and not less 
than 9 feet In depth, that would 
connect the Tbmblgbee River at 
Demopclls, Ala., with the Tennessee 
River at a point w *»t of Florence near 
the Mississippi-Tennessee border. 

Proponents never could Justify the 
Tenn-Tom fn terms of flood control or 
hydroelectric power. Some recre- 
ational bench's were thrown In as a 
makeweight, but the project was de- 
fended almost entirely for the barge 
traiflcthatwouidbecreated. ■ 

Vast quantities of coal and other 
bulk cargoes, it was said, could be 
moved down the Tenn-Tom to Mobile 
at significant savings to shippers and 
ultimately to consumers. In 1971, 
-when Congress at last got around to 
appropriating funds to get the work 
underway, the cost .was estimated at 
$323 million. 

The cost now Is estimated at S3 
blUton, and the end Is not In sight. 
Under Intense scrutiny from kiftwl-- 
edgeabie critics, the supposed barge 
traffic has tended to evaporate. It 
transpired that one large potential 
shipper of coal had gone out,of busi- 
ness entirely; other prospective users

have denied that they would shift their 
cargoes from the Mississippi. Where 
are the positive, demonstrable 
benefits? They cannot be found. 
- Other objections loom almost as 
, large. Almost from lis Inception, the 
TeraiiTom has been tainted by politi- 
cal and bureaucratic manipulation. 
The original authorization was for a 
canal.170 feet wide. Somehow, some- 
where, sometime, the Corps of 
Engineers changed the specifications, 
to read 300 feet instead. The project 
would lose most of lis value unless the 
Tomblgbee were widened from De- 
mopolls south of Mobile; without 
specific congressional authorization, 
somehow this costly addltfon~got - 
factored In. Time after time, the corps 
has withheld its honest estimates of 
cost from public consideration. 

"I. would recommend," wrote the 
supervising engineer in 1974, "that we 
hold the federal cost under SI billion. 
Say $975 million: considering the size 
of the estimate, $975 million 1$ no less 
accurate than $1 billion, and It has- 
less emotional impact." h 

At that time, the actual internal 
estimate within the Corps of 
Engineers was SI, 159,000,000. 

Perhaps duplicity Is too strong a 
word lo apply, but Internal 
memoranda that surfaced during a 
suit brought by the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad, seeking to halt 
the Tenn-Tom, suggest a pattern of 
fiscal rejlggering to make benefits fit 
the splrallng costs. Partly because of 
this litigation, truly searching inqui- 
ries by congressional committee or by 



the General Accounting Office re- 
peatedly have been stalled. 

In the pale light of this murky 
record, proponents of the Tenn-Tom 
lately have been reduced to a single 
bad argument: So much money al- 
ready has been spent In land acquisi- 
tion and construction that It would be 
wasteful to stop now. To be sure, there 
are.times when it Is best to throw good 
money after bad; the case of the 
TeUico Dam on the TV A system, 
which was 85 percent complete when 
a court order suspended work, pro- 
vides a melancholy example. But the 
Tenn-Tom Is not even half complete, 
and the record strongly suggests that 
the latest' S3 billion estimate Js as 
phony as all the estimates that have 
gonebefore. 

Congress used to be agreeable to 
going along with such Influential 
Southerners on the - Hill as John 
Stennis and Jamie Whltten of 
Mississippi. Now support Is fading 
rapidly. On June 25 the Tenn-Tom 
survived a House test by a margurof 
2i6.to 196. Three days later the Senate 
kept the project alive In fiscal '80 by a 
vote of only 47-36. Now a vote Is 
coming up on a water development 
appropriations act for fiscal 19BI. The 
act would invest another $225 million 
in the venture! 

At a time wifai the Treasury faces a 
deficit of $60.9 billion In the current 
fiscal year 'and another $29.8 billion 
next year, surely second thoughts 
should compel a suspension. In the 
name of fiscal sanity, enough Is 
enough.' " -- -

BOISE — Several of Idaho's top 
Democratfc leaders Tuesday refused 
to endorse recent calls for an "open" 
Democratic National Convention. - 

But supportera of Massachusetts 
Sen. Edward Kennedy believe the 
drive for an open convention Is gain- 
ing In popularity. 

State Democratic Chairman Wayne 
Fuller, an "uncommitted" delegate to 
the convention, said It was unlikely 
any move to "dump" President 
Carter in favor of any other candidate 
would succeed. 

There has always been some sup- 
port for a presidential bid for Sen. 
Henry Jackson, D-Wash., Fuller said, 



referring to support this week for the 
Washington 'senator. But most dele- 
gates to the convention will probably 
not change their votes, he said. 

"Fuller said he would decide whom 
he would support when he reached the 
convention. 

Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, said 
the question of an "open" convention 
was one that should be decided by the 
delegates to that convention. 

Church said he will be campaigning 
in Idaho during the week of the 
Democratic Convention and will not 
attend that gathering. 

Church has said he will support 



whichever Democratic candidate is 
nominated at the convention. He has 
refused to endorse either Carter or 
Kennedy before that gathering. 

Church also said, however, that 
while he "would not stand In the way" 
of an open convention, a delegate 
revolt against the president might 
backfire — hurting any new Demo- 
cratic nominee and helping Re- 
publican Ronald Reagan. 

Gov. John Evans, the head of 
Idaho's Carter delegation to the con- 
vention, has repeatedly criticized 
calls for an open convention, saying 
delegates should consider themselves 



bound to support the candidate to 
whom they are pledged. 

"We have had our Democratic 
primaries, and we should abide by 
those results,:' Evans said. "Let the 
primaries prevail." 

But Boise attorney John Greenfield, 
co-chairman of Idaho's Kennedy Jor 
President organization, said the open 
convention move is gaining . 
momentum. 

Recent moves by Jackson support- 
era indicate the. dissatisfaction with 
Carter in the Democratic Party is 
strong, Greenfield said. The anti- 
Carter forces could combine behind a 
"Kennedy-Jackson" ticket, he said. .

■ Food preferences change - as you

Picking up rocks attains 
new meaning with hobby

WENDELL — Picking rocks from his fields use to 
be a chore for Bob Burks, but now he looks a little 
more kindly on the activity. 
"Rock collecting always fascinated me, and after I 
^retired, the hobby kind of got out of hand," Burks, 62, 
said. "■_ 

Burks owns and manages Idaho Rocks and Gems; a 
small shop In west Wendell, where he cuts and 
polishes stones for rings, buckles, bracelets and other 
decorative objects. It's a sharp change from the dairy 
farm he operated south of Wendell until he retired five 
-yearsagQ_ 

"I started by tumbling rocks Just like the kids do 
but then you want to cut them to see what's Inside — 
and there you go," Burks laughed. "Besides, you 
tah't work in the garden and mow the lawn all the 
Umccanyou?" 

About three years ago Burks' hobby turned com-" 
mere in!, but he has no regrets, he claims. 

"You finally geta point where your relatives are all 
taken care of and your wife has more jewelry than she 
knows what lo do with," Burks said smiling. "It's then 
—that youTcalize, 'What the heck. If I can make a little 
extra money and enjoy myself at the same time, why 
not?' " . , 

— A short, stocky man, Burks has applied some of his 
farming experience to his new-found profession. 
Rather than purchase an" expensive polishing 
machine, Burks decided he could build one himself. 

"Give a farmer a welder.and a piece of wire and he 
can make Just about anything he puts his mind to," ' 
Burks said. "This pollsherof mine does Just as good a 
Job as any expensive piece you could buy." 

Burks' rock and gem business is divided about in 
half between local stones he collects himself and 
others from around the world that he buys rough and 
uncut. 



Jasper and agate are the most common stones from 
the Magic Valley area; Burk also travels to northern 
Idaho and south to Nevada to find other rocks for his 
trade. 

"This collecting anymore is pretty well worn out;" ' 
Burk said. "People have been doing It for so long than ' 
In many areas you can't find any good stones unless 
you dig." 

The shiny creations begin to take form when Burks 
uses a large, high-speed saw to cut the rocks Into thin 
slabs. Then, using templates, Burks marks out the 
design he has chosen, whether it's a cameo ring or a ' 
rectangular belt buckle. 
"Then.you use.elther a saw, or. In my case a slab 



trimmer manufactured right over here fri Hagermnn, 
to cut the stone out of the raw slab," Burk explained. 
"The trouble here Is that you can make only straight 
cuts, so sometimes It takes a lot of time to come out 
with your basic shape." 

Stone cuts Just like glass, so once an incision Is 
made in the stone, Burks takes It In hand and breaks 
off the excess material. 

The gems arc then shaped and smoothed using 
grf ders and polishing wheels. 

"I polish most of my stones by hand, except the 
clock faces, but that's because I don't mass produce 
Items," Burks said. "No It's not really any better than 
using a polishing machine, but I just don't have the 
volume towork with." 

Despite- his fledgling- business, -rock collecting 
remains a hobby for Burks, who belongs to the Snake 
River Rock Hounds; a field trip club based In Jerome. 

"You can't make a living. at -this,'. 1 Burks said. "A" 
lot of people, have tried, But It's not really possible 
around here Just because of the small population 
around here." / 

"But it does supplement this old man's Income, so 
I'm grateful for that," helaughed.

Police fight behind rumors

FILER — A number of Filer residents firmly 
believe their telephones are being "tapped" and 
their conversations listened to or recorded. 

The belief Is so widespread that the manager 
of the Filer Mutual Tdephone Co. has decided it 
Is time to quell the rumors that are rampant 
around town. 

The rumors appear to be connected to the 
police-council controversy that has disrupted 
Filer for the last several months, ending last 
week In the firing of Police chief Randy 
Lammers. 

One of the principals In that controversy, 
councilman Leland Alexander, la the central 
repairman at the tdephone company and the 
only-employee of the company, -aslde-from- the - 
manager, with access to the. 
equipment.

One --Filer man said he Is so certain his 
telephone conversations are monitored he has 
contacted Mountain Bel) and the Federal 
Communications Commission. He sdd on sever- 
al occasions be has made a call and then-been 
unable to .use his telephone again for several 
hours or even a day.. The problem started, be 
said, as long as three qr four years ago. 
- Several Filer women say they have, experi- 
enced similar problems In recent years and have 
beard strange clicking noises while using their 
. tdephones. ' — 

"It's common knowledge all over Filer that a 
large percentage of the tdephones are 'bugged' 
and we have to be careful who we call and what 
we say. Sometimes we are forced 'toigo to 
someone's home to talk to them because we don't 
dare use the tdephone," a Flier housewife said. 
— Charles Cunningham, manager of Filer 
Mutual, said bis company la governed by Feder- 
, d Communications Commission regulations and 
the Secrecy of Communications Act, which Is 
extre m ely strict on telephone taps. 

"I would like to assure the citizens qf. £11 er that 
nobody la listening,, and their calls are secret as 



guaranteed oy me Secrecy of Communications 
Act," he said. 

He and Alexander say there la a big difference 
between "taps" and "traps," and like many 
othersnoall telephone companies, Filer Mutud 
does use traps— 

In fact, Alexander said, he often puts a trap on 
his personal tdephone line. He said he does this 
because he has received harassing telephone 
calls and. wants to be able to determine who Is 
harassing him. " 

A trap Is a small two-Inch long metal gadget 
that can be Inserted on a telephone connection at 
the plant to help trace calls, . 

"All It does^JK Alexander, "Is put a hold on 
the calling nurfiJer and assist In tracing the 
ortgfciof obscene or harassing calls." - - 

Alexander sdd the traps do not In any way 
provide a" means of eavesdropping on calls or 
recording them. . ,> 

' Cunningham sdd a trap must be placed on an 
entire number series. If ah Indivldud whose 
number was 4670 complained about obscene 
calls, traps would have to be placed on all of the 
4800 series of numbers to trace the 



If both parties hang up, both can continue to 
use their telephones, but if the party called does 
not hang up, the Miller's telephone cannot be 
used until the connection is broken. 

Alexander sdd the company will place a trap 
on the line of any Individual who asks for one, If 
there Is sufficient reason. . 

This also Is done at the request of law 
enforcement officers to lead them to obscene 
tdephone callers. 

Cunningham said under cofut order, but only 
■ under a court order, couldjny conversation be 
recorded. 

Alexander said even with a trap, which simply 
traces calls, there Is no recording or breaking in 
on the message or tapping Into the line to- 
overhear conversations. 

Cunningham said dlcklng noises on the lines 
occur If someone attempts to did In on a line that 
is busy and the dialing mechanism passes over 
the protective hood that shields the busy line 
from other incoming calls. { 

Cunningham says the rumor that telephones 
are "bugged" apparently was begun by one or a 
few people and spread dl over town. He said this 
Is the kind of rumor that Is most difficult to kill 
since .people can hear all sorts of noise and 
background sounds when they call from home to 
home and It Is easy to Imagine "someone is 
listening to what they say." 

Ex-chief Randy Lammers has never said his 
tdephone Is tapped, but others in the community 
say they suspect it Is. They say when they want 
to talk to him or his supporters, they usually 
meet them In person. 

Cunningham says he would (Ire any e 
immediately If he found one bugging or t 
tdephones because of the serious eonseqt 
under federal regulations. He said, however, he 
has complete faith in Alexander.

Harris said representatives from KBCI-TV gave up 
their First Amendment rights when they served as 
Intermediaries between convicts and authorities at 
. the prison uprising last week. ... ....... : ( ... 

He said sheriff's deputies Saturday searched the 
station library to obtain the tapes because the station 
refused to turn them over for criminal prosecution of 
the inmates involved in the revolt. #j 

Bill Leonard, president of CBS News, however, said 
In New York that his network "deplores" the 
newsroom search. He said the useof a search warrant 
to obtain news information "is a clear example of the 
dangers Inherent in the Supreme Court's 1378 decision 
in theStartdford Dally case." 

In that case, the high court Justices ruled 'police 
could search newsrooms for evidence needed in 
prosecutions. The confiscation of KBCI's videotapes 
Is believed to be the first major newsroom search 
since that decision was handed down. 

The Ada County sherjrrsdeputles slezed two copies 
of videotapes taken when station Managing Editor 
Bob Loy and cameraman Mark Montgomery entered 
the inmate-occupied prison last Wednesday at the 
request of convicts who were holding the facility. 
Karris said Loy and Montgomery became conduits

Soviet cagers won't be first

MOSCOW (UP!) — Yugoslavia's unbeaten 
basketball team, led by Drazen Daltpaglc's 26 points, 
defeated Brazil 96-95 Tuesday, thereby ellmlnnllng 
- Russia from Olympic, gold medal contention In as 
stinging an upset as the Soviets suffered In hockey "at 
the Winter Games. 

Italy, chasing its first-ever Olympic basketball 
medal, defeated Spain 95-69 earlier In the day, and 
will face Yugoslavia In Wednesday's final. 

The Yugovlav victory eliminated the heavily- ■ 
favored host Soviet Union squad, which was stung by 
back-to-back losses to Italy and Yugoslavia earlier 
this week. 

» A rest day In track and field spurred Soviet 
competitors In other sports Into grabbing 10 of the 15 
gold medals at stake. 

Soviet" welghtllfter Leonid Taranenko hoisted a 
world record 422,5 kg (929.5 pounds) total to win the " 

— 110-kg (242 pounds) title while Russians won the 
. men's team sabre title, two wrestling crowns and 

swept the team title In the Grand Prix show Jumping, 
one of the events badly mauled by the U.S.-led 
boycott. 

The Soviet Union now has 56 golds going into the last 

- five days of competition, 22 ahead of communist bloc 
rival East Germany and a yawning 50 clear of the best 
western nation Italy which pushed Its tally to six when 
Claudio Polll scored an upset- In the 48-kg freestyle 
wrestling. 

■ - A-Brazillan-victory would have given -the 'South ' 
Americans a 3-2 record, same as Italy and the Soviet 
Union, and the Russians would have advanced to Uie 
finals through a complicated formula of point dif- 
ferentials. 

.But Dalipaglc led the way for Yugoslavia 1£hd 
forced the Soviets Into the bronze mednl game against 
Spain; which finished the semifinals tied with Brazil 
at 2-3. The Spnnlards went Into the bronze game 
because they beat Brazil earlier this week. 

The Brazil-Yugoslavia came ended In a dramatic 
scramble when the Brazilians missed a shot at the 
buzzer that would have won trie game. The Russian 
fans were, cheering madly for the Brazilians as the 
last hope to get the Soviet team into the finals. 

Italy's hero was Dlno Meneghln, the veteran G-foot-8 
center who scored 29 points and dominated under the 
bosket with 11 rebounds. Michael Sylvester, born In ■ 
the United States but now an Italian citizen, added 16 
points before fouling out. 

In a man-to-man confrontation, Sylvester was 
paired with another native American, Wayne 
Brabender of Minnesota, who scored 10 points for the 
Spaniards. 

Italian coach Alessandro Gamba described his 
team's victory over Spain as Italy's best win of the 
Olympic basketball tournament, even better than the 
87-85 upset over the Russians. 

Sylvester said, "We are really kind of lucky to' 
arrive at this point. I'm happy I finally played a 
halfway decent game. I have had ■ physical and 



personal problems since we've been here and that's 
been kind of heavy on my mind." 

Asked if Italy could beat Yugoslavia if they meet In 
the final, Sylvester added, "It will be tough. All five of 
our guys will have to play a very, very good game. 
The Yugoslavs have got big guys who can shoot from 
outside and little guys who can shoot from inside." 
■ Taranenko Improved his own mark by 2.5 kg (5.5 
pounds) which he set in Belgrade last May to beat out 
Bulgaria's Valentin Chrlstlv and Hungary's Gyorgy 
Szafal Into second and third places. . 

Two-time heavyweight boxing- champion Teofilo 
Stevenson of Cuba, who has won all his Olympic bouts 
inside the distance, kept a tight grip on that record 
With a third round knockout over Poland's Grzegorz 
Skrzecz to advance to the semifinal. 
.Stevenson softened up pie Pole with some slinging 
lefts in the early stages then unlocked his feared right 
in the third to send Skrzecz sagging on to the ropes 
where he was counted out at 2: 12. 

The Soviet, equestrian team, barely a force In 
international competition 10 years ago, seized Its 
chance to take the title easily with 20.25 penalty points 
ahead of Poland on. 56 and Mexico on 59.25 over a 
course which troubled many of the less experienced 
riders. 

Mexico's Jesus Gomez Portugal, riding Massacre, 
lost 27.5 penalty points on one round and Hungary's 
Andras Balael was eliminated in the first round when . 
his horse Artemis destroyed the second fence In the 
triple, fell at the seventh and Just skipped the 11th 
altogether. - . . 

Valentin Mankin, winner of the Finn gold medal in 
1968, and Alexander Muzychenko won the Star class 
title over the Olympic course at Tallinn on the Baltic 
coast to score only Russia's third Olympic yachting 
tlUecver. 

Brazil, which had never won a yachting title coming 
Into these Games, collected its second gold medal in 
as many days when Marcos Soares and Eduard 
Penldo won the 470 class despite finishing sixth In the 
last race. 

East Germany's European . champions Jorn 
BorowSkl and Egbert Swcnsson had to finish first to 
lift the title but failed by half a length to overhaul race 
winner Jouku Llndgren and _ Georg Tallberg-of 
Finland and settled for the silver Instead.' i... 

THc Russians beat Yugoslavia 8-7 to win the water 

Eolo while India notched up lis eighth men's Olympic 
ockcy title, beating Spain 4-3 in the tournament final 
at the Dlnamo Minor arena. 

India, winning the title for the first time In 16 years, 
took a commanding 3-0 lead after 43 minutes with two 
goals from Surinder Sodhl, one from a penalty stroke 
and another from right winger Mararaja Knushlk. 

But then Spain bounced back as skipper Juan Amnt 
slapped in three corner goals In the 54th, 59th and 65th 
minutes. In between, Mohamed Shahld scrambled 
home another Indian goal during a melee which 
caused a strong Spanish protest. 



U. S. Olympians don't want Garter to speak

Medals will be presented to more 
than 400 Olympians at noon Wednes- 
day and. they are to attend a White 
House reception that evening. 

Chris -Wood of Alston, Mass., cap- 
tain of the men's rowing team, read 
from a prepared statement dis- 
agreeing with the boycott- and the 
methods under which it was Im- 
plemented. ' 

"I have a personal distaste for 
attending a ceremony'that has obvi- 



ous political overtones," said Wood. 
"Carter is to be blamed- for-our-not 
being at Moscow and I would rather 
not have him (at the ceremony I. I'm 
afraid our appearance there with him 
comes across to the public as a 
endorsementofhlm. '-- 

"Some athletes have asked that 
Carter not be at the ceremony. But the 
U.S. Olympic Committee said they 
couldnotcontrollt." 

Wood said the USOC had informed 
Carter that his presence at the cere- 



mony "Is not wished" by the athletes.

When he popped to second base, the fans cheered as-if.... 
; someone had hit a grand slam for the Reds. Still/ Morgan 
; apepared not to notice. He trotted back to the visiting 
• Houston Astros' dugout without raising his head to look 
i Into the stands. 

But Morgan heard. He heard the boos and he resented 
' them. He is a proud man and being booed In a town where 
' he helped win five division titles, three pennants and two 
: world championships hurt him. He wouldn't admit It but 
" ; ' his words gave him away. 

"I don't nave anything to prove to anyone this year." he 
-Lsaid before the game. "My record speaks for itself. The 
; Cincinnati Reds still have to prove to me that they can win 
' without Joe Morgan." 

From 1972 through 1979, Morgan as much as anyone 
^symbolized the success of the Reds. He was the National 
; League MVPIh 1975 and 1976," the"years the"Reds were " 
. world champions. He became the first second basenuuv" 
! ever to hit more than 200 home runs and steal more than 
; 500 bases. Along' with Johnn/Bench, Pete Rose and Tony 
1 Peper, he was the heart of the Reds, the National 
I League's dominant team In the 1970s. 

But In 1978 and 1979, nagging Injuries and advancing 
; age hindered Morgan. From a high of .326 In 1975 his 
i batUngaveragedroppedto^SOlastseason. 
I When he played out tils option, the Reds didn't even try 
1 to sign him.. He and the Cincinnati organization parted 
■i-.' bitterly. Morgan felt he had not been appreciated for his 
. years of service; the Reds claimed he asked too much for 
! oplnyerwhowouldbe37beforethel980seasonends. 
; "I learned a lot from the experience I had with the 

■ Reds," Morgan said. "I learned a lot about people and I 
: learned a lot about baseball. I have no regrets about what 
' wentonwiththem." 

Regrets no; hard feelings, yes. Morgan, who Is now In 
t his 16th year in the big leagues, has never been a big fan of 
1 the baseball establishment. He signed a one-year contract 
f with the Astros - the team that traded him to Cincinnati 
, i ( aftor/ nenjotlntlonil with thevLos Angeles Dodgers fell - 



through. 

"Weweren't Interested in Joe at first," Tal Smith, Astro 

fteneral manager, ajld. "We knew he was looking for a 
ong term contract and we weren't prepared to give him 
one at the age of -36respecfally with our club being as 
youngasltls. 

"But when things didn't work out for him with the 
Dodgers, he was more willing lo think about one year. 
Under those circumstances, we felt he could be a real plus 
-forourteam." . 
' ' Statistically, Morgan Isn't overwhelming anyone. His 
batting average at the All-Star break was .235. The man 
who replaced him In Cincinnati, Junior Kennedy, was 
hitting .290. .

Carrots 
are good for you (Imuitiquily they 
were even grown 'as medlcinals), 
particularly when It comes to vitamin 
A. Just 34 cup of raw carrots provides 
enough carotene, a substance that Is 
converted to vitamin A In the body, to 
supply more than twice the amount 
needed by the average healthy adult. 
'Carrots contain other nutrients, too, 
but it Is because of the benefits of 
-vltamlrTTTTJiat parents urge them 
upon children so persistently. 

Plain," "pleblan staples that they ore, 
carrots can be served In a remarkably 
broad array of both simple and exotic 
dishes. Crisp, thin carrot sticks are a 
must for appetizers with dips; 
shredded carrots add a surprising 
sweetness to rich, moist carrot cakes. 
But those are only the Bare beginnings 
of adventurous ways to prepare this 
vegetable. 

Inventive cooks ore adding carrots 
to soups, stews, salads, stuffings, 
souffles and strudelsv Occasionally, 
when they can't figure out anything 
else to do, some will serve them-as a 
vegetable side dlsh.-IighUy steamed 
and drizzled with butter. 

To give you an yea of the versatility 
of this dependable' root, here Is a few 
carrot recipes' that 'even the most 
adamant vegetable-haters will enjoy.
